RESCUED FROM THE
DEPTHS OF THE EARTH.

Tourists He vy an Experience Al-

most Miraculous,

BURIED ALIVE FOR
MORE THAN A WEEK.

Clever Work of the Engineers and li
Brave Diver,

Gratz, Australls, April 28.—A dives
texlay reached the seven tourists m-
prizoned in the Stalactite cavern ac
Sourrich, since April 29, owing to the
sufden rise of wuter and the passage
bevoming blocked with timber and
boulders, They were alive.

The newa that the tourists who have
been 8o long imprisoned wers still alive,
caused the utmost satisfaction among
the crowds of people who gathersd
about the cavern In order to watch the
wark of the engineers who have been
toiling night and day, e¢ver since they
ware ordered to the spot when the
local authorities announced thele fn-
abllity 2o force an entrance into the
cavern.,

The anginesrs had a very (ifMeuls
task in making an opening Into the
cavern. The entrince was focked by
timber, bouldars and flaod = i-
wiz absolutely necesmary to use dyna-
mita in order to clear away the obe
siructions which preventad the
entrance of u diver into the cavern.
The engineers wera compelled to work
slowly and with the utmost cautlon as
it wng feared thit a ton severs ex-
plogion might bury the imprisoned peo-
ple beneath tons nf rock.

When the debris had besry cleared
and all was reindy for another
attempt, Diver Fiacher mads another
dttempt amd this tlme suceseded In de-
peeriding into the mouth of the cave,
When he appearsd he notified the
enginesrs that although <he tourists
wers alive, they appeared like peaple
half bheraft of reason; the terribla
nervous siviln to which they had baes
subjected had almost driven them mad,
The tourigta must have taken o eon-
slderable supply of provisions with
them when they went Into the vavemn,

over a wesk ago as they stlll hRad.
according to the diver, m ltile bread
and chepsa [eft and they had soma
candles burning,

The:  imprisoned tourisis informed
the driver that they had  passed
through a  period of most awful
anxiety and terror. . They had besp

able to hear the attempts to rescus
them, bul the work séemed to pro-
gress 80 slowly that they had Almost
abandoned - hope. The nojse made by
the explosion of the dynamlis cheered
up the imprisoned peopls thouzh they
wore in dread of heing buried bensath

the falling rock. Late in the after-
noon the rescup was completed. Six
of the tourists were ables to smerge

from the cave unaided, but the seventh
was so exhposted that he required as-
sistance. Hmperor Franecis Jossph was
notified of the tourists’ safety and tele-
graphed his extreme satisfaction.

A dispatch o the Times from Vienna,
says when connection wos mnade with
the entombed touristz they shotsted:
“We are all alive and well, and still
havs provisions ! .

As ston as= possible, milk and brandy
in bottles were handed to them through
a small opening and they wore askad
to withdraw as far as they coald o
allow further Yiasting, The rescued
méen: stnte that a box of provisions,
which wis sent by the rescuers through
the watar, reached them on Wednesdiay
Litst and kept them ualive. They Heard
the blasting and this renewed thelr
hopes of rescue.

Thousand Jars Exsplode.

London, May 7.—At the cordite works
near Wiltham Abbey, this alternoon,
thousands of jars of nitrate and sul-
phurte acld explwiad, Fnur persons
were Killed and thirty fnfumsd.
